phases  of  H.  B.  No.  123. 

H.  R.  No.  5,  by  Representative  Carlson. 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  members  of

1.  That  a  committee  composed  of  five  (5)  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker, 
charged  with  the  duty  of  making  a  thorough  and  detailed  in- 
vestigation of  the  State  Highway  Department  and  any  and  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  maintenance  and  construction  of 
highways  in  the  State  of  Colorado. 

2.  That  said  committee  in  connection  with  its  said  in- 
vestigation shall  have  power  and  authority  to  hold  hearings,  to 
summon  witnesses,  to  take  testimony  under  oath  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  chairman  or  any  member  of  said  committee, 
to  assemble  such  records  and  documents  as  may  in  said  com- 
mittee's judgment  be  deemed  necessary,  by  subpoenas  duces 
tecum  or  otherwise,  with  the  same  power  and  authority  as 
courts  of  record  in  hearing  causes. 

3.  That  said  committee  shall  have  full  power  to  summon 
before  it  for  examination  and  interrogations  the  head  of  any 
department  and/or  institution  or  board  of  the  state  or  any 
employee  thereof  and  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  reporter 
to  take  and  transcribe  the  testimony  given  at  such  hearings, 
to  employ  an  attorney,  if  necessary,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  Colorado  to  assist  in  said  investigation, 
to  employ  an  accountant  and  other  necessary  investigators,  to 
employ  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
to  enforce  all  orders  of  said  committee,  and  to  investigate  any 
and  all  other  departments,  boards,  bureaus,  or  institutions  of 
the  government  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  as  may  seem  advis- 
able to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  resolution,  and  to  punish 
for  contempt  any  violation  of  said  orders. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  attending  and  testi- 
fying or  from  producing  books,  papers,  correspondence,  memo- 
randa, and  other  records  before  the  committee  or  in  obedience 
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to  the  subpoena  of  the  committee  or  any  member  thereof  in 
the  investigation  conducted  by  the  committee  on  the  ground 
that  the  testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  re- 
quired of  him  may  tend  to  incriminate  him  or  subject  to  a 
penalty  or  forfeiture;  but  no  individual  shall  be  prosecuted  or 
subjected  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account  of 
any  transaction,  matter,  or  thing  concerning  which  he  is  com- 
pelled, after  having  claimed  his  privilege  against  self-incrimi- 
nation, to  testify  or  produce  evidence,  documentary  or  other- 
wise, except  that  such  individual  so  testifying  shall  not  be 
exempt  from  prosecution  and  punishment  for  perjury  com- 
mitted in  so  testifying. 

5.  That  the  actual  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  the 
investigation  herein  authorized  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  mis- 
cellaneous expense  fund  of  the  General  Assembly  and  shall 
not  exceed  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00).
